Japan Ripe for Christianity 

our prominent Protestant church- 
men reported on a recent survey of 
Japan and Korea, which they had been 
invited to make by General MacArthur. 

They held long discussions with Gen- 
eral MacArthur, received separate re- 
quests for separate audiences with Hiro- 
hito, had lengthy conversations with ex- 
Premier (Prince) Konoye, saw the re- 
sults of atomic destruction of Hiroshima 
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and Nagasaki and talked to the soldiers 
and the “Jap on the street” in bomb- 
flattened cities throughout the Jap is- 
land of Honshu. 

They said, (according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle) “Japan is ripe for 
Christianity. Shintoism will wither 
without the support through propa- 
ganda channels it enjoyed previously, 
and Buddhism has lost many of its fol- 
lowers. Christianity, although  perse- 
cuted by the military during World War 
II, has gained many adherents and is an 
obvious answer to the search for a new 


faith. Japanese Christians told the re- 


ligious delegation they needed ‘prayers, 
Bibles, and missionaries, but wished no 
food.” 

It is praiseworthy to see “Prayers” at 
the top of the list of needs. The second 
item is “Bibles’—not school books, nor 
technical books, valuable as they are— 
but Bibles. The final thing mentioned 
was “missionaries’—not educators, not 
entertainers — but missionaries. God- 
sent missionaries will give Japan what 
she needs and requests. Here is a golden 
opportunity for missionaries and mis- 
sion boards.

God than the one who does not possess 
these advantages. But the essential thing 
is that we go through the door of con- 
secration, for God is ready to use all men 
who will give their all to Him. 

The door of consecration is the master- 
door controlling all other worthy doors 
of 1946. If we go through this door we 


will find all the other effectual doors | 


open to us. Once through this door, 
we will find the door to effective serv- 
ice open to us and how greatly we 
do need effective service today! Let us 
look around us as laymen. How many 
of our immediate neighbors have we 
reached with the message of the gospel 
during the past year? How effectually 
have we given that message? Has it 
caused them to call upon the name of 
the Lord? The door of service is made 
effectual through consecration. Let us 
look around us as ministers. How small 
a percentage of the community in which 
we labor are we reaching with our mes- 
sage? What are we doing to enlarge 
that percentage? How effectual is our 
ministry to the percentage that we do 
reach? Are they being won to Christ? 
Consecration makes effective the door 
of service. 

Consecration makes effectual the 
door of vision. The man who does not 


go through the door of consecration will 
see his city as a community of so many 
people of varying vocations and profes- 
sions, all more or less indifferent, and 
even antagonistic to the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Inside the door of 
consecration however, the vision is 
sharpened until those same people are 
seen as eternal souls in need of a Sav- 
iour, and often under the veneer of care- 
less indifference. .souls that are yearn- 
ing for that Saviour. ‘The man with the 
consecrated vision will seek out every 
available means at his command and dis- 
posal to reach those souls in such an ef- 
fective way that they will be won to the 


Lord. 
Yes, 1946 will be filled with many ef- 


fectual doors, but the master-door giving 
entre to them all is the door of consecra- 
tion. 


Of course, there will be many adver- 
saries but if we will follow the same 
course that Paul took, they shall be over- 
come. They cannot be overcome with 
high resolves, nor with great determin- 
ation alone. These are powerful adver- 
saries, and their number is legion. Noth- 
ing short of a personal Pentecost will 
enable us to overcome them. Not our

Eldridge was a 
glib-tongued fellow—a barber who had 
yust come to town—and he immediately 
dropped on one knee and gave a mock 
invocation. 

“We will now sing a hymn,” said 

Allen, in a voice which so exactly im- 
itated a certain young preacher in the 
town that it brought roars of laughter 
from the crowd. And he “lined” one of 
the hymns of the day, with profane 
variations, the others joining uproar- 
iously. 
— “Brother Samuel Russell will now 
preach the sermon,” announced Joe, 
“and we trust it will be for the spiritual 
good of us all.” 

It was a terribly disagreeable sugges- 
tion to young Russell, and he tried in 
every way he could to evade it. He even 
attempted to rush the door, but they 
caught him and stood him up at one 
end of the room behind a table. “Preach 
now, or treat all round,” they shouted; 
and as he had no money to do the latter, 
he reluctantly consented to “say a few 
words,” but complaining that he had no 
text. 

“Try “The Spirit is willing but the 
flesh is weak,’ ” shouted Joe. So the 
young man commenced in a mumbling 
way, telling them that the spirit seemed 
very strong that night, and they would 
find that the flesh would, as a result, 
gradually grow weaker and weaker; that 
they were all on the broad road to death, 
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and as a New Year was about to begin 
they had better make a break with the 
old sinful things and start a new era in 
their lives. 

“Why, I believe the fool’s in earnest,” 
said Joe, in his usual sneering tone. 

If Russell was not already in earnest, 
something in Joe’s words and tone went 
far toward making him so, and he began 
to say things which had been really in 
his heart for many years, but which had 
been covered by his wicked, careless life. 
Things he had heard his old father say, 
fragments of prayers he remembered as 
having been uttered by his dead mother, 
passages he had learned from the Bible 
while a boy at Sunday School—all came 
to him now with new force and mean- 
ing—faster than he could speak them. 
The others looked at first resentful, 
then surprised, then interested. Even 
the most drunken seemed suddenly so- 
bered, and all soon began to listen in 
intense silence. 

As Russell went on, strange to say, 
he began to notice the effect his own 
words were having upon himself. Then 
he commenced to ask himself, “If they 
are true, why do you not get down on 
your knees and pray to a merciful and 
offended God for forgiveness?” And that 
was what he finally did, right in the 
midst of the sermon.

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Pentecost in Germany 


Chaplain John A. Lindvall, brother 
of Arthur Lindvall, and whose parents 
live in Sunnyvale, is an Assembly of 
God chaplain serving with occupational 
forces in Germany. He and his assist- 
ants write a weekly letter of their activ- 
ities and what matters of interest they 
can report. Following are excerpts from 
these letters which give us an idea of 
conditions as they find them. 


“Friday we visited Dr. Woolfarth in 
Rossdorf. She is the wife of Pastor 
Woolfarth of whom we have written be- 
fore. She speaks good English; so she 
told us something of God’s work in 
their lives. As far back as 1936 and 
1937 Brother Woolfarth spent 14 
months in prison as a result of his 
preaching and activities in his church. 
They were forbidden by the Gestapo to 
lift their hands in praising the Lord or 
to speak with tongues. Brother Wool- 
farth was unable to control the actions 
of the people always and one time a 
Gestapo agent who was present took a 
photograph of the congregation in the 
act of heiling not Hitler ‘but Christ.’ 
The church was closed and Brother 
Woolfarth was imprisoned. Later, after 
he was released, the army drafted him, 
and he has only recently got his dis- 
charge from that. Pray.for this brother 
and his wife. ‘They are very capable and 
well educated and can be wonderfully 


used of God. 


“In Darmstadt we visited Pastor 
Krust who is pastor of the Pentecostal 
church at 14 Mollerstrasse. His is one 
of the few churches that was not bombed 
out; so the Baptists, the Salvation Army, 
and several other groups that teach 
fundamental doctrine, have formed an 
alliance and hold their services together 
in Pastor Krust’s “‘Gemeindschafthaus.’ 
He has five other churches that he min- 
isters to each week. He belongs to the 
organized Pentecostal movement in Ger- 
many which the well known Pastor Paul 
of Berlin led until the time of his death. 
They have, or have had, some 45,000 


followers in Germany with over 16,000

adult members. . .. Brother Krust doesn’t 
speak English but altogether with what 
German I can understand and speak we 
got along quite well. 

“In Frankfurt we held our usual Fri- 
day evening service with about 40 peo- 
ple in attendance. God blessed our 
hearts in a wonderful way. Sam gave a 
good testimony, and Brother Schneider’s 
18-year-old daughter interpreted for 
him. She attends school in Friedburg; 
so she must arise at 4:30 every morning 
to get there on time. They have missed 
school so much, they seem really anx- 
ious to get back again. 

“I spoke in Swedish and Sister L. 
translated into German. . . . This job of 
speaking through an interpreter gets 
easier with practice, but it still isn’t so 
easy to express myself and thoughts are 
very often broken in transit. 

“The Lord is helping us . . . in our 
squadron. Yesterday we had a good 
service for the men. We are getting 
much more co-operation now. . . . Be- 
fore they were just trying us out. That 
is very common in the army... . You 
must be with an outfit for a while and 
prove yourself before they will accept 
you as one of them.”

Watch-night services and late model 
resolutions are behind us once again, 
but not so fac behind that our patient 
Gap Tiprncs family cannot sympathet- 
ically consider a few belated thoughts 
concerning the New Year and its rela- 
tion to the past and to the future. 

A brief while ago wide oceans sep- 
arated millions of our gallant men and 
boys from home and native land, but 
now, the mission accomplished abroad, 
their victorious homecoming continues 
to quicken the heartbeat of the nation. 
Indeed, this is the brightest New Year 
that we have experienced for a long pain- 
ful period. With global warfare ended 
and the mad scramble of production 
over, perhaps we can now return to 
moderation and sanity and take time 
to live and to serve. 

Our flag still waves proudly over a 
nation that needs never feel ashamed 
for the part she played in the most con- 
fused and dangerous epoch in world 
history. Our priceless freedoms, con- 
secrated anew by the blood of brave sons, 
should give to all of us a fresh incentive 
to hold firmly these dearly purchased 
liberties, and light the path for others 
by holding high the torch of freedom. 

The end of hostilities and the advent 
of peace has left the world still sick. It 
is something like the hangover after an 
all-night brawl. The sword has been 
sheathed, but in spirit the nations are 
far from peace. Sin is still rampant, and 
that spells confusion and discord. Real 
peace—perfect peace—is a quality of the 
spirit and springs from a right relation 
to God and to universal being. It is ex- 
perienced now in varying degrees by 
those who have received the Prince of 
Peace as Saviour and Lord. It will come 
to the ends of the earth when world dis- 
order is broken to pieces by the stone 
hewn out of the mountain without 
hands (Dan. 2:45), when “he whose 


right it is to rule”. . . “shall have put 


down all rule and all authority and 
power” C1 Cor. 15:24). 

Until then, spiritual-minded Bible- 
reading Christians will not dream of 
bringing in the kingdom or of saving 
society. Jesus did not die on the cross 
for society, but for sinners. He lives now 
to save “all that come unto God by him” 
(Heb. 7:25). He is building a new 
society called the church—the body of 
Christ. This he is doing without the 
help or even the sympathy of world 
civilization. The church does not ap- 
proximate anything that is in the world. 
In fact, our Lord has placed the cross 
between His church and the world. 

I am reminded here of the parable of 
the rich man and Lazarus, where Father 
Abraham is made to say “between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed, so 
that they that would pass from hence to 
you cannot; neither can they pass to us 
that would come from thence.” There 
is, indeed, a great gulf—even in this life 
—between the man of God and the man 
of the world. God help us in these 
crucial days to maintain the pilgrim 
character, and to walk the pilgrim road. 
The church of Christ cannot make her- 
self strong by any compromise with 
worldly elements; she was “called out? 
by the Lord. Any voice that would call 
her back is the siren voice of the tempter. 

As we peer down the untrodden 
paths that lie almost wholly concealed 
from view, are we serenely confident 
knowing that He who has begun a good 
work in us will perform it until the 
day of Jesus Christ? Or do we tremble 
on the threshold of the unknown? Every 
child of God should face the future with 
faith and courage. We have a throne of 
grace to which we may come boldly. 
We have an High Priest Who is able 
to save unto the uttermost. The abiding 
Comforter is within, and underneath 
are the everlasting arms. 


All of us here in the District office 
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wish to all the readers of our District 
paper a year that is bright with hope 
and rich with all spiritual blessings in 
heavenly places in Christ. May you en- 
joy personal victory throughout the year, 
and be always abounding in the work 


of the Lord. Amen!

STUDY XIV 
Daniel’s Last Vision and Prophecy: 
Prophecy Proper. 
PART £, CHAPTER XI. 

The revelation made to Daniel, and 
recorded in this chapter, is among the 
most marvelous in the Prophetic Word. 
Here we have most outstanding evi- 
dence that God not only knows the end 
from the beginning, but that, at times at 
least, has seen fit to reveal through His 
prophets, in most striking detail, what 
He has decreed shall come to pass, or 
what His omniscient eye sees will most 
certainly take place. ‘To God the future 
is as much of an open book as is the past. 
He is the eternal One with whom, it has 
been said, there is neither past nor fu- 
ture; all is an eternal present. This state- 
ment, however, must not be literally un- 
derstood, for God has a calendar, and 
works according to a divinely arranged 
schedule; some of the events foreseen 
and foretold have occurred, while others 
are still future; and some, such as, for 
instance, the destruction of the world by 
fire, will not take place for at least a 
thousand years. What is meant when 
we say that with God there is neither 
past nor future is that the future is to 
Him as clearly outlined, and by Him as 
clearly seen, as is the past. It is, there- 
fore, as easy for Him to foretell the fu- 
ture as to record the past. 


We should not forget that what is 
recorded in this chapter is a continua- 
tion of the message of the angel begun 
at verse 21 of the preceding chapter; in 
other words, what we have here is sim- 
ply a part of what had already been writ- 
ten down in the divine record of the fu- 
ture by the onmiscience of God, “I will 
show thee that which is noted in the 
scripture of truth.” 


I. The Parenthetical Statement as to What 
the Angel Had Done Two Years Previous. 


Verse 1. “Also I in the first year of 
Darius the Mede, even I, stood to con- 
firm and to strengthen him.” Whom 
had he stood to confirm and strengthen? 
Authorities differ. Some say Darius and 
some say Michael. Bullinger believed 
he stood to confirm and strengthen Mi- 
chael. But it is my belief that the king is 
the one that is here meant, and that the 
king here spoken of was none other than 


The 


Cyrus who issued the decree permitting: 
the Jews to return to Jerusalem and re~ 
build the city and the temple. And itt 
was “in the first year” of his reign, im 
other words, two years previously, if by 
this Darius is meant Cyrus, that the de+ 
cree was issued. Darius, we should not 
forget, was not a proper name, but a 

appellative; and it seems likely that 
when the “Darius the Median” of thes 
last verse of chapter five died, and his: 
son, Cyrus, succeeded him, Cyrus as- 
sumed, among other titles, the title by 
which his father, Ahasuerus, had beem 
known. Cyrus is undoubtedly the king 
called Darius in 9:1, and there we are 
told he was the son of Ahasuerus. 


It is an interesting fact that in both) 
the LXX and Theodotion’s version Cy+ 
rus, instead of Darius, appears in the 
text, proving that these translators re 
garded this Darius as Cyrus, or, mores 
likely, that the Hebrew texts they had 
access to, and made use of in their trans 
lations, read Cyrus instead of Darius. 

It was “in the third year of Cyrus” 
(10:1) that this revelation was made 
to Daniel; so we see that two years: 
previously would be the first year of his! 
reign. It was at that time that Daniel 
“understood by books” that the captivity 
of the Jews was to last for seventy years; 
and the seventy years being then up) 
he gave himself to prayer (9:1-3), as x 
result of which he was favored with thed 
wonderful revelation made known tc 
us in the notable Prophecy of the 
Seventy Weeks; and there was a further! 
result in that Cyrus issued the decree of! 
which we read in 2 Chronicles 36:22)! 
23, and in Ezraglale2i 

Comparing these passages will enable 
the reader to see that there are g00 
reasons to believe that this “Darius the 
Mede” was none other than Cyrus. And 
that he was in need of being “con#| 
firmed and strengthened” is most likely.’ 
He was probably urged by his mother, 
Esther, to issue the decree, and Danie}! 
probably used what influence he had] 
and it must have been considerable, tc 
persuade him to act; but we must not. 
forget that there were probably many of. 
his advisers who strongly advised against

That line of question marks might 
represent the series of questions we 
should be asking ourselves as we start 
1946—or it might represent the many 
questions I would like to ask you con- 
cerning your individual a School, 
for my own information; . . . And then 
it could represent the ee ainey that 
the coming year naturally holds within 
itself, sealed up from the light of our 
present knowledge. 

There is one thing certain—if Jesus 
tarries for another year, we will be fac- 
ing the greatest need for Sunday school 
evangelism that any Sunday school sys- 
tem has ever witnessed. Without a doubt 
your individual school, with God’s guid- 
ance and help, will go forward in 1946, 
or, because of unconcern, will drop be- 
hind. 

Truthfully the weight of responsibil- 
ity that now rests upon the shoulders of 
Christian workers and Sunday school 
teachers has increased to an enormous 
degree. You stand, literally, between 


the living and the dead. Your duty be- 


fore God is to keep the “living” alive 
through the consistent teaching of the 
Living Word, and to bring life to the 
“dead” through Christ the Giver of life. 

Before World War II broke upon us, 
the United States was found to be the 
most lawless nation on the face of the 
globe. Our record for juvenile delin- 
quency and individual murder and 
crime was far above that of Germany or 
Japan. Today the expense of the liquor 
bill is $54 and the crime bill is $111 for 
every man, woman, and child in the 
United States. 

J. Edgar Hoover recently made this 
statement: “This country is in deadly 
peril. We can win the war and still 
lose freedom for all in America. A 
creeping rot of moral disintegration. is 
éating into our nation. I am not easily 
shocked or easily alarmed. But today, 
like thousands of others, I am both 
shocked and alarmed. The arrests of 
teen-age boys and girls are staggering, 
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and some of the crimes youngsters com- 
mit are almost unspeakable. 

“Crime among youth would be prac- 
tically negligible if the young people at- 
tended Sunday school. regularly during 
their formative years. Surely no one 
cognizant of the true crime situation in 
the United States could be blind to the 
importance of the activities of this in- 
stitution in reducing materially the army 
of youthful offenders and delinquents.” 


What Is Our Lack? 

There must be a lack somewhere, for 
our progress has been alarmingly slow. 

Maybe our greatest lack lies some- 
where in the vicinity of true consecra- 
tion and God-given vision. Personal 
work with a burden for souls is definitely 
lacking as we look at our Sunday School 
endeavor collectively. Efficiency through 
Christian training, personal study, and 
application proves to be greatly needed 
among us.

it, contending that to so do would be 
to act against the best interests of the 
empire. Many must have been the 
arguments made use of to persuade the 
king to refuse to heed the advice of 
the queen-mother, and of Daniel who 
stood high in the king’s esteem. Cyrus 
was probably “in a strait betwixt two,” 
deciding to do it, and then hesitating to 
carry out his decision. He needed to 
be “confirmed and strengthened.” And 


it would appear that God commissioned 


this angel to “confirm and strengthen 
him.” At any rate we have here this 
interesting notation. 
Il: The Revelation Concerning the Four 
Kings Who Were Yet to Reign in Persia. 
Verse 2. “And now will I show thee 
the truth. Behold, there shall stand up 
yet three kings in Persia; and the fourth 
shall be far richer than they all: and by 
his strength through his riches he shall 
stir up all against the realm of Grecia.” 
The Smith-Goodspeed rendering is very 
fine; “There shall arise three more kings 


in Persia, then a fourth, who shall be 


far richer than all of them; and when 
he has grown strong through his riches, 
he shall set all his forces in motion 
against the kingdom of Greece.” 
There is a question as to the identity 
of the first two of these three kings. 
The, Encyclopedia Brittanica says that 
“ancient histories contain much that is 
admittedly fabulous.” This being the 
case, the commentaries that are based 
upon them must necessarily differ among 
themselves. Bullinger believes the kings 
were Cambyses, the pseudo-Smerdis 
and Darius Hystaspes. Bishop Newton 
believed they “were Cambyses, the son 
of Cyrus; Smerdis the Magian, who pre- 
tended to be another son of Cyrus, but 
was really an impostor; and Darius, the 
son of Hystaspes, who married the 


daughter of Cyrus.” And Adam Clarke 


so believed, evidently following the con- 
clusion that had been reached by Bishop 
Newton. Jamieson, Fausset & Brown 
agree with Bullinger. We know from 
this verse that there were three kings, 
and that the third was succeeded by a 


fourth. And there can be little doubt 


that the fourth was Xerxes. And since 
Xerxes was the son of Darius Hystaspes 
there can be little doubt that the third 
of the three kings was, as Bullinger says, 
Darius Hystaspes. ; 


Darius Hystaspes was the Persian 

monarch who was making war upon 
Greece at the time the famous battle of 
Marathon was fought. A conical mound, 
40 feet high and 200 in diameter, marks 
the spot where this struggle took place. 
It covers the ashes of the 192 Greek 
soldiers who there fell in the defense 
of their country. Between six and seven 
thousand Persians fell. The Greek 
army under Miltiades numbered only 
11,000, whereas the Persian host num- 
bered a hundred thousand. It was a 
struggle between eastern and western 
civilization. The future of the world 
appeared to be in the balance. God and 
angels must have looked on with inter- 
est as the battle raged. And undoubt- 
edly it was God who helped the Greeks. 
As “the stars in their courses fought 
against Sisera,” the forces of an unseen 
world appeared to be arrayed against 
the Persians. Western civilization tri- 
umphed. A blow was dealt to Persian 
supremacy from which that proud em- 
pire never recovered. 

The successor of Darius Hystaspes 
was his son, Xerxes. Darius Hystaspes, 
after his defeat, began to make elaborate 
preparations to retrieve his losses; he 
planned to renew the conflict, and on 
such an enormous scale as to insure vic- 
tory. But before he had completed his 
preparations he died. Xerxes, having in- 
herited his father’s ambition as well as 
his throne, went on with the prepara- 
tions. He gathered and equipped an 
immense army that the historian Hero- 
dotus tells us consisted of one million 
seven hundred thousand fighting men. 
And he had an immense navy of twelve 
hundred ships. It looked as though 
western civilization was now doomed. 
How could Greece successfully resist 
such a formidable force? But Xerxes 
was defeated at the battle of Ther- 
mopylae, and that battle was almost im- 
mediately followed by the famous naval 
battle in the bay between Salamis and 
Attica. The Greek triumph was com- 
plete, and the remnants of the defeated 
Persian army made their way back to 
their own country, a mere fragment of 
the great host that with high spirits had 
marched to the conflict. 

It was Persia’s last attempt against 
Greece.’ In the next war with Greece 
Persia was on the defensive. 

How magnificently was the prophecy 
concerning Xerxes fulfilled, “By his

“Dear G.T.B.I. Alumni, please pray 
for me that God will help me in this part 
of the world working the gospel story of 
Jesus. Pray that God will provide my 
needs. All my books for the service of 
the Lord were all gone and destroyed by 
the enemy. If you have some old Bibles, 
please may God touch your hearts that 
you will send them here. I know God 
will use them for the salvation of many 
souls. 

“May the Lord bless you and help 
you until we meet at Jesus’ feet. Re- 
member the work in the Cagayan Val- 
lev. I am here faithfully sacrificing my- 
self to the work of the Lord. But I 
know He shall reward us some day... . 

“IT hope to hear from you too. Next 
time I shall tell some of my experiences 
in the war. I hope all soldiers are Chris- 
tians.

“Tonight I met Merl Welch, Class 
of ’42, in Manila. He-works in General 
MacArthur’s Headquarters and will soon 
be going to Japan to work with the for- 
ward echelon again. He is not very well 
and needs your prayers. He told me that 
at a gospel service the other evening, dif- 
ferent denomination servicemen were 
asked to stand and tell what churches 
they came from. About 25 Assembly of 
God soldiers were in that meeting and 
they are really on fire for God and win- 
ning souls for the kingdom. Many of 
them are graduates of our Pentecostal 
Bible schools and their talents are being 
used in fundamental churches all over 
this metropolis. In the average week, a 
saved G.I. has only one night free that 
he can call his own. All other nights are 
taken up with prayer meetings, church 
services, G.I. Gospel Hour, Saturday 
night Youth for Christ meetings, C.A. 
meetings, and so on. (Even in Manila 
Youth for Christ meetings are popular. 
The boys are going all-out for God and 
are getting results. ) 

“Brother Welch and I attended a 
G.I. prayer meeting tonight. . . . Eleven 
soldiers were present and of that num- 
ber five of us were Assembly of God 
boys. We met in the shell of what was 
once a beautiful building . . . with the 
night sky for a roof. . . . The prayers of 
the soldiers amazed me. . . . They were 
seeking for a closer walk with the Lord.

“I am blessed to be able to travel 
through the islands getting acquainted 
with the many dialects and the geo- 
graphy of the land. Many of the deck 
hands on my ship are Filipino and they 
delight in teaching me the main dia- 
lect of the country and are glad that I 
am returning to their homeland some- 
time soon... .”

| INI. The Prophecy Concerning Alexander 
and the Division of His Kingdom. 


Verses 3,4. “And a mighty king shall 
stand up, that shall rule with great 
_ dominion, and do according to his will. 
_ And when he shall stand up, his king- 
' dom shall be broken, and shall be di- 
| vided toward the four winds of heaven; 
and not to his posterity, nor according 
to his dominion which he ruled: for his 
kingdom shall be plucked up, even for 
others besides those.” 

That the reference here is to Alex- 
ander the Great is conceded by all in-

1. He would be a mighty king. In 
8:5 he is symbolized by the he-goat’s 
~ “notable horn.” That Alexander was 
" “a mighty king” every reader of history 
) is aware. 

_ 2. He would stand up. We speak of 
~ one who appears upon the stage of ac- 


_ tion as rising up. See Acts 3:22; 5:36, 
) 37. In Revelation 13:1 John tells us 


_ symbolizing the masses of humanity, 
- “peoples, and multitudes, and nations, 
© and tongues” (Rev. 17:15). 

- 3. He would rule with great domin- 
ion. Or, as Rotherham renders it, “Wield 
' great authority,” or, according to Gor- 
| don, “rule with great power.” That 
_ Alexander wielded great authority and 
| ruled with great power every historian 
| of those times has recorded, and we all 
~ know. 
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4. He would do according to his will. 
Moffatt translates it, “doing as he 
pleases.” He was not dictated to by any- 
body; his own will was the only law he 


knew. He was willing to listen to the- 


advice of his generals, but his conduct 
was very rarely influenced by it. On 
numerous occasions the advice was abso- 
lutely ignored; he did exactly as he 
pleased. He regarded himself as super- 
ior to law; he was a maker of law, not an 
observer of law. | 


5. His kingdom would be broken and 
divided toward the four winds of heaven. 
Note a similar prophecy concerning 
Alexander in 8:8. ‘The prophecy was 
duly fulfilled; the kingdom of Alexander 
was divided among his four leading 
generals, Cassander, Lysimacus, Seleu- 
cus and Ptolemy. 


6. His successors would not be of 
his posterity. Students of history have 
pointed out the fact that within the 
lapse of fifteen years after the death of 
Alexander not one of his family or pos- 
terity remained alive. Nearly all met 
violent deaths. Thus we see that Alex- 
ander, like Napoleon of more recent 
times, established no dynasty. 


7. Inferiority in influence and power 
would characterize the kingdoms into 
which his kingdom would be divided at 
his death. “Nor according to the do- 
minion which he ruled.” “Nor shall it 
retain the power with which he ruled” 
(Smith-Goodspeed). “Nor shall it be 
so powerful as it was in his hands” 
Moffatt). Moffatt puts a bit of inter- 
pretation into his translation when he 
says that “his kingdom shall be torn up 
and divided among more than his four 
generals.” Evidently he justified him- 
self in using the word “more” by the 
original text which in the Authorized 
Version is rendered, “even for others 
beside those.” But it seems likely that 
by “those” we are to understand Alex- 
ander’s posterity, and by “others”. the 
four generals among whom the kingdom 
was divided, although some have be- 
lieved that by “others” we are to under- 
stand the successors of the four gen- 
erals. 


There is so much in this chapter that 
merits our attention that space requires 
us to postpone discussion of the remain- 
ing heads of this Study, continuing the 
same in subsequent issues.

these, 76 were killed in action, 67 were 
non-battle fatalities, 233 were wounded, 
and 1,213 were decorated. 

Early in the war, chaplains learned 
that spiritual consolation was only part 
of their job. Most had to become a 
combination of minister, mother, med- 
ical aid, Red Cross helper, and soldier. 

Differences in doctrine meant little. 
On a jungle island in the Pacific, sol- 
diers erected a chapel for “all men who 
seek to worship Almighty God in their 
own way.” Among the builders were 
Roman and Greek Orthodox Catholics, 
Jews, Latter Day Saints, United Luther- 
ans, Swedish Lutherans, American and 
Australian Methodists, Baptists, and 
Episcopalians. The chaplains feel that 
war has not only made men more toler- 
ant but turned many to God. It was 
not just fear, they were sure, that 
brought soldiers to services. 

Many of the younger chaplains are 
planning to stay in the army. About 
2,500 to 3,000 chaplains of all faiths 
will be needed in the postwar Army 
and Navy. For others, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration has plans which call for a 
chaplain to every 500 patients in VA 
hospitals. 


50,000,000 Testaments for School

For, not content with 
restocking hotel rooms with Scriptures, 
they are to supply 50,000,000 school 
children with copies of the Psalms and 
New ‘Testament. Here is progress to- 
ward a goal of major importance in a 
vital field—America’s youth.” 

If parents, teachers, guardians, and 
others interested in the eternal welfare 
of America’s youth, make it a point to 
see to it that the Testaments are prop- 
etly used, it will be possible to say to 
myriads of children as the Apostle Paul 
said to Timothy. “From a child thou 
hast known the Holy Scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salva- 
tion through a faith which is in Christ 
Jesus.” CII Timothy 3:15).
